While the issue is receiving 
more attention due to the 
recent school shooting in 
Littleton, Colo., both Balen 
and RuebHaeserrsaid they 
have been discussing it for 
some time. 

The district and police 
department are working on a 
set of plans for dealing with 
various scenarios, ranging 
from a student with a con- 
cealed weapon to multiple 
snipers.

is stationed at the high school 
full time now. 

Balen said that right now, 
there are no “experts” on 
school safety, although there 
is a “large body” of knowl- 
edge. He said one of his 
biggest concerns is people who 
say there is not a problem 
with school violence and that 
it can’t happen here. 

“Anybody who can look at 
the facts and tell me there is 
no problem is either out of 
their mind or out of touch,” he 
said. 

Balen said there are a num- 
ber of serious issues in dealing 
with school violence, including

county jail charged with a 
crime you did not com- 
mit. 

You are innocent, but every 
bit of evidence, even witness 
identification, has convinced 
the police otherwise. The one 
piece of evidence that can 
exonerate you is a DNA analy- 
sis. 

Mike Brown, DNA Analyst 
at the Illinois State Police 
Metro East Forensic Science 
Lab, said many criminals were 
falsely incarcerated before 
DNA technology existed 

“In Illinois alone, 11 death 
row inmates have been exoner- 
ated since the technology 
became available,” Brown 
said. 

Technological advances 
such as those at the crime lab 
on Bunkum Road in Fairview 
Heights have helped put away 
criminals like the South Side 
Rapist and Paula Sims, who 
was convicted in 1990 of killing 
her infant daughter. 

The lab, one of eight in 
Illinois, consists of a team of 
forensic scientists who work to 
both exonerate and implicate 
criminals in an eight-county

ea. 

David Peck, assistant labo- 
ratory director, said the 30 
employees at the Metro East 
lab handle between 3,500 and 
4,000 cases each year. 

The lab is divided into spe- 
cialized areas, including poly- 
graph, fingerprint analysis, 
drug chemistry analysis, trace 
chemistry or arson analysis, 
DNA forensic biology and fir 
arms, tool identification, 
‘footwear and tire track identi- 
fication. 

Peck said the technicians 
specialize in each area to keep 
up with the changing times. He 
said technicians must partici- 
pate in on-going training. 

“Technology is progressing 
so fast, we can hardly keep 
up,” he said. 


eck said the process 

begins when a law 

enforcement agency 

brings in evidence 
and an analyst signs it over. 
The materials are held under 
tight scrutiny and every person 
involved with the evidence 
must sign for it, which is 
referred to as the chain of cus- 
tody. 
“Preserving the chain of 
custody is essential to ensure 
that materials, often pivotal to 
the outcome of prosecution, 
are legally and properly han- 
dled,” Peck said. 

If the chain of custody is 
properly followed, the system 
becomes almost error proof. 

“In any field of human 
endeavor you’re going to make 
a mistake, but we work dili- 
gently to make sure errors 
don’t occur,” Peck said. 

In the polygraph room, 
after the suspect is hooked up 
to a few unobtrusive attach- 
ments from the polygraph 
instrument, an examiner can 
ask questions and record 
responses in the subject’s 
blood pressure, respiration and 
galvanic skin reaction.

“A technician can get a 
response back to the arresting 
officer within an hour or two,”

spectrometry to separate and 
identify the parts of the evi- 
dence. 

In trace chemistry, the 
forensic scientists identify and 
compare materials based upon 
their chemical composition and 
associate properties.

“Even if the victim has no 
idea who attacked them, I can 
still search a profile for them,” 
he said. “The computer will 
eliminate 14,999 possibilities 
and only match one person.” 

Although identical twins 
have different finger prints, 
DNA is a different story, as 
Brown said DNA is exactly the 
same in identical twins. 

In 1993, Brown testified in 
the case of a suspect accused 
of killing a young boy in 
Greenville. 

“The suspect had tried 
cleaning up, but missed a drop 
of blood the size of a pin head 
on his shoe. I tied him to the 
crime with his DNA.” 

In the firearms and tools 
section, scientists microscopi- 
cally examine evidence to 
determine if a specific fired 
bullet, discharged cartridge or 
firearm can be related to a 
particular crime. In addition, 
toolmarks are examined to 
determine if a relationship 
exists between a particular 
tool (pry bar, screwdriver, 
etc.) and the crime scene 
where the tool mark was
